The shabby-looking sorawny, 
ambling oayuse is now supplanted by 
home-bred Clydesdale and Morgan stock 
and our stages and carriages are drawn 
by horses tbat would not diBgrace tbe 
parks of New York or London, and all 
thin improvement in one decade, so it is 
no stretch of imagination to assert that 
thu State of Nevada will, in a few years 
more, stand as proudly as any of her 
sister States in the front rank of pro- 
ducers. Add to all these facts another 
that, as far as mining is concerned, Ne- 
vada is only in an infantile condition 
and what may not be prognosticated as 
regard* its future? 
With tha proper 


amount of energy displayed the sage- 
brush State may not only be made self- 
sustaining as regards cereals and other 
productions, but cammand export busi- 
ness that shall surprise older States.

constituto an exposition in the second 
storv of the building which under the 
boanjs of tha rich gas light is little less 
than one of enchantment. Loeal pride 
is our excuse for adverting first to the 
magnificent depnrttnenkdevoted to the 
Nevada Ladies Art and Industrial Asso- 
ciation. To enumerate a tenth part of 
tbe varied exhibits would necessitate a 
list far beyond the limits assigned us. 
Carson hasbeim tho principal contribu- 
tor and Carson has the credit.

a great deal con be seen and understood 
bv rightly dividing the time.

Bradley, the prospector, who discover- 


ed the new mining camp in Esmeralda, 
formerly known as Lake District, bat 
now changed to Hawthorne, says the 
Virginia Chronicle, gives the following 
account of how be found the rich gold- 
bearing vein on which the La Panta and 
other claims are located through the 
merest chance. The La Panta lode is 
what is known as a "blind ledge," there 
being no surface croppings to indicate 
the existence of a mineral-bearing vein 
at the point where it is located. 


In passing along the side of the hill 


Bradley's attention was attracted by a 
mass of decomposed quartz mingled 
with dirt that had been ncratched out by 
ground squirrels in digging holes in the 
aide of the hill, which was fairly honey- 
combed with them. He collected some 
of the quartz, crushed it in a mortar and 
horned it out, getting a fine prospect 
in gold. This led him to search for the 
vein whence tha decomposed quartz 
had been excavated, which he found by 
following tha hquirrel holes, vhich ex- 
tended close up to the ritn of the vein 
or gold-bearing ledge, one claim on 
which has been disposed ot for $35,000. 
Had it not been for the excavations of 
the whiskered little rodents, the gold- 
bearing vern that is attracting BO many 
prospectors and mining men to Esmei- 
alda might have remained Hidden for 
countless centuries.
